It  was  found  necessary  to  Increase  the  sal¬ 
aries  of  all  the  teachers,  who  have  had  an  In¬ 
adequate  compensation  and  who  have  in  some 
cases  been  offered  double  what  they  have  been 
getting  if  they  would  accept  other  work.  Also  It 
waa  decided  to  have  a  special  Department  of 
Evangelism  added,  and  to  secure  an  Anglo-Saxon 
American  to  be  at  the  head  of  the  Foreign  Lan¬ 
guage  Department.  Further  provision  was  made 
tor  the  library  which  now  contains  about  50,000 
volumes:  and  provision  waa  made  for  some 
special  instruction  In  English.  Plans  were  made 
also  for  securing  adjoining  property  needed  for 
homes  or  dormitories.  > 

One  of  the  members  of  the  Board  la  a  tody, 
Mrs.  McClung  from  Missouri.  This  is  a  good  in¬ 
novation  for  an  institution  having  so  many 
young  women  among  the  students. 

Our  farmer  Misslsslpplan.  now  in  charge  of 
Department  of  History.

GOD'S  FELLOW  WORKERS. 


This  la  one  of  t|i«  oft  used  and  much  nbuaed 
scripture  passages,  being  misapplied  and  misun¬ 
derstood.  Indeed  Its  use  Is  so  frequent  and  Its 
perverson  so  complete  as  to  make  it  difficult  for 
thoee  moat  familiar  with  it  to  see  a  meaning  dif¬ 
ference  from  what  they  are  accustomed  to.  It 
la  not  easy  for  a  man  once  accustomed  to  a  given 
Interpretation  to  be  even  willing  to  consider  one 
that  la  different 

In  the  case  of  this  scripture  phrase  (1  Cor.  3: 
9)  the  translation  that  la  commonly  used 
among  ua  Is  largely  responsible  for  the  misun¬ 
derstanding.  for  It  render  the  passage.  “For  we 
are  laborers  together  with  God,”  which  In  the 
American  rersion  Is  translated,  "For  we  are 
God's  fellow-workers.1'  The  cate  of  the  noun  for 
Ood  la  possessive,  and  not  dativa  as  it  would  be 
if  Paul  had  meant*  to  say  we  are  workers  togeth¬ 
er  with  God.  He  doee  not  say  that  we.  that  la 
Christians  In  general  are  workers  together  with 
God.  What  he  does  say  is  that  th*  people  of 
whom  he  Is  writing  sre  fellow-workers  and  that 
they  both  alike  belong  to  Ood  and  are  work¬ 
ing  for  him;  not  with  him. 

This  Is  evident  to  anybody  who  take*  the  time 
and  trouble  to  read  the  whole  paragraph  with 
open  mind.-  Pant  la  talking  about  himself  and 
Apollo*.  They  were  two  different  type*  of  men. 
and  appealed  to  different  type*  of  mind.  Pauls’ 
apech  was  apparently  very  simple;  that  of  Apo- 
los  ornate  and  impassioned.  Naturally  there 
were  some  who  liked  Paul's  style  while  others 
were  carried  away  with  that  of  Apollo*.  The 
Christian*  at  Corinth  were  not  well  developed 
spiritually  and  to  they  were  easily  grouped  Into 
classes  according  to  their  natural  predilections 
of  mind.  They  were  In  danger  of  forming 
parties  in  the  church  and  making  divisions  over 
matters  that  were  unimportant.  Th*  thing  was 
going  too  far  and  In  danger  of  doing  sertons  hurt 
In  the  church.  Some  were  saying.  “I  am  tor  Apol¬ 
lo*.  the  new  preacher.  Others  were  saying.  ‘‘I 
still  stick  to  Paul."  And  yet  others  of  a  Jewish 
type  were  saying.  "We  are  for  Peter  or  Cephas." 
There  la  no  evidence  that  A  polios  or  Cephas  en¬ 
couraged  any  such  line  up.  And  Paul  certain¬ 
ly  atoaa  at  It  n  body  Mow.  Soma  at  Corinth  saw 
what  U  waa  coming  to,  sad  with  anxiety  "They 
that  ware  of  the  household  of  Chloe"  had  tola 
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Paul  about  the  contentions  arising.  He  writes 
this  first  epistle  In  part  to  correct  that  tendency. 

He  says,  "What  then  U  Appolos?  And  what  Is 
Paul?  Ministers  through  whom  yebelieved,  and 
each  aa  the  Lord  gave  to  him.  I  planted.  Apol¬ 
lo#  watered."  We  are  fellow  worker*:  w*  aro 
wo! king  at  the  same  task:  I  tn  my  place,  Apol¬ 
lo*  In  his;  I  In  my  way.  Apollos  in  his.  We  are 
not  working  against  each  other,  but  with  each 
other.  There  is  no  antogonlsm,  and  no  com¬ 
petition  except  the  holy  ambition  to  excel  la 
service.  There  can  be  no  antagonism,  because 
we  gre  God's  workmen,  we  are  hi*  servants,  and 
our  fellowibip  la  In  his  employ. 

The  lesson  of  this  pktsage  of  scripture  Is  not 
that  we  are  workng  with  God.  but  that  we  are 
workers  together  for  God.  This  will  eliainat* 
friction  among  us;  will  destroy  envy  and  Jeal¬ 
ousy  will  cultive  love  and  larger  charity.  Every 
man  In  one  line  of  Christian  work  is  a  helper  in 
every  other  line  of  Christian  work.  We  are  not 
working  for  ourselves,  but  working  all  alike  and 
nlllogetber  for  God.  Mission  boards  are  not 
pulling  against  each  other,  but  pulling  together. 
iKmonimatlonal  agents  are  not  unholy  competi¬ 
tor*  before  the  people.  Our  schools  do  not 
hare  to  scratch  each  other  eyes  out  or  say  un¬ 
christian  things  about  one  another.  Pastors 
and  evenagellsts  do  not  have  to  discredit  one 
the  other.  Nobody  who  works  for  Cod  ha* 
any  occasion  for  saying  or  doing  anything  that 
would  make  the  work  of  the  other  harder,  or 
would  deprive  any  worker  of  the  highest  con¬ 
sideration  or  moat  favorable  opportunity  before 
th4  public.  Paul  was  the  soul  of  magnanimity 
and  will  apeak  as  highly  of  Apollos  aa  anybody 
can  apeak  of  him.  We  are  Gods  fellow-workers. 


The  New  Or.'eans  Christian  Advocate  (Meth¬ 
odist)  say*  of  the  Interchurch  World  Move- 
msjat:  "We  do  not  know  that  the  leaders  of  the 
Movement  have  any  greater  world-vision  than 
our  own  church  leaders:  and  It  strikes  us  that 
we  have  adopted  a  program  that  Is  sufficiently 
comprehensive  and  far-reaching  to  occupy  all  our 
energies,  delivered  through  our  own  Boards  and 
Commissions,  for  some  years  to  come.  So  tor

If  It  be  true  (of  which  I  am  not  advised  and  on 
which  I  express  no  opinion)  that  the  Executive 
Committee  were  untrue  to  the  body  by  which 
they  were  appointed,  two  wrongs  will  not  make 
right.  If  they  disregarded  the  instructions  cl 
the  Convention  as  alleged,  and  were  wrong  in 
so  doing,  such  faliue  of  duty  does  not  now  auth- 
prixe  them,  or  the  Convention,  to  change 'tho 
contract  made  with  the  subscriber.  To  use  the 
money  for  any  purpose  other  than  those  to  *bich 
It  was  represented  that  It  would  go  would  j>e  a 
legal  misappropriation  of  funds  for  which  act¬ 
ion  might  lie.

The  same 
thing  Is  true  In  relation  to  the  $76,009,000 
Campaign. 

When  ever  it  Is  attempted  to  change  the  ap. 
portionment  on  the  basis  of  whloh  the  subscript¬ 
ions  were  made,  an  Issue  will  be  raised  the  dan¬ 
ger  of  which  can  net  be  over  Mated.  This  is 
true,  irrespective  of  the  merits  of  the  cause  or 
causes  to  which  the  diversion  is  sought  to  be 


made. 

I  would  not  be  understood^  passing  Judg¬ 
ment  on  the  claim  of  the  Building  Fund  tor  the 
Seminary,  For  the  purposes  of  this  argument 
the  need  may  be  admitted.  The  remedy,  how¬ 
ever,  is  not  In  violating  a  legal  and  a  moral 
trust  by  the  misappropriation  of  money  to  a  fund 
for  which  it  was  not  given.  The  proceeds  of 
the  <76,000,000  Campaign  shall  ever  be  held  In 
trust  to  be  administered  by  convention  agencies 
In  line  with  the  advertised  plan  and  apportion¬ 
ment  on  the  basts  of  which  the  subscriptions 
were  made.  From  both  the  moral  and  the  legal 
view  point,  the  Seminary's  Building  Fund  has 
Its  remedy  In  another  direction.
